FELio'W CITIZENS:—To-day our coun- 


try by common consent pays tribute to 
the memory of one of the greatest men 
of our age aud of modern times. To- 
day all that is mortal of General Grant, 
the great soldier, the distinguished citi- 
zen, the kind husband and 
loving 


father, will be laid away by the hands 
of a loving, grateful, yet sorrowing 
people 
on the historic banks of the 


Hudson.

people, high and low, rich and poor, 
mourn over the close of his great life's 
work iu death, but rejoice ia the mark 
accomplished by our great leader and 
his comrades—a country united, re- 
deemed and disenthralled. The mem- 
ory of our beloved Grant will be gr«eu 
in the hearts aud minds of his country- 
men so long as patriotism has u place in 
their hearts, which I hope and pray 
may be for all generations. 


The quartette rang iu a beautiful and 


touching manner that very lovely piece, 
"The 
Beautiful City." Gen. Webster 


next introduced C. C. Powning who de- 
livered the following address: 


Hark! It is the sound of the minute 


gun! From fort and arsenal aud dock- 
yard, it echoes a nation's woe. It re- 
veals the mournful music, the solemn 
knell, the measured tread of veterans, 
the muffled drama, the arms reversed, 
the banners draped ia black, the Stars 
and Stripes floating at half-mast from 
every liberty pole, the glorious orb of 
day reflecting the silvery gleams from 
the picturesque Hudson upon the mound 
hallowed by memories of the Revolu- 
tion, now sanctified by all that is mortal 
of the country's hero. The silver chord 
is loosed, the goldeu bowl is broken, 
and, while anticipated, the electric an- 
nouncement is so sadden as to strike us 
with awe by coming so swiftly, and re- 
cording that as the greatest Captain of 
tbo age was looking into the red of 
the morning the most beautiful angel in 
Heaven carried him away as gently aud 
noiselessly as the sunlight departs from 
the snow capped peaks of oar sombre 
Sierra. 


Best at last, 
Repose complete, eternal, 
JLove, teat mad home. 


The emblems of mourning that darken 


this room, the crape surrounding the 
picture of the Silent Man, indicate that 
this country mourns the loss and bows 


golden shores of the Pacific, from Supe- 
rior to the Gulf, it is shrouded in 
mourning, and its mighty heart stops 
for a moment its pulsation:', while hu- 
manity places the chaplet upoa the 
tomb of the soldier whose spirit has just 
flown from the "little cottage ia the 
mountains" back to the God who gave it. 
He who 
never 
before 
surrendered 


was compelled to yield to that One 
who alonu oau conquer Death. 
"In 


making 
this 
announcement to the 


people of the United States, the Presi- 
dent is impressed wilh the magnitude 
of the public loss of a great military 
leader who was in the hour of victory 
magoanimous; amid disaster serene and 
self-sustained; who, in every station, 
whether as-a soldier or as a chief magis- 
trate, twice called to power by his 
fellow-countrymen, trod unswervingly 
the pathway of duty, undeterred by 
doubts, (single minded and straightfor- 
ward. The entire country has witnessed 
with deep emotion hia prolonged aud 
patient struggle with pniujnl disease, 
aud .has watched by his couch of suffer- 
ing with tearful sympathy. The destined 
end has come at last, aud hia spirit has 
returned to the Creator who sent it 
forth. 
The great heart of the mition 


that followed him when living with love 
and pride, bows now iu Borrow above 
him dead, tenderly mindful of his vir- 
tues, hia great patriotic services, and of 
the loss occasioned by his death." 
"It 


is all over." Ulysses S. Grant is dead. 
His great heart has ceased to beat and 
he sleeps the sleep that kuowa no wak- 
ing. 
And a grateful people Bet apart 


this day to crown his memory and to 
honor the character and services of the 
man pronounced "its Srsc soldier and 
first citizen." 


Well may we mourn him. 
"Well may we imitate hia virtues. 


Hoping that 


After life's fitful i'aver tie sleeps well. 


The life of such a man is full of in- 


struction, but here hardly the time to 
trace the outline of the record of a life 
that has flashed its brightest light across 
the age in which we live. It is wonder- 
ful IQ its incidents, marvelous iu its re- 
sults, and a just and beautiful commen- 
tary ou American institutions. It is an 
axumnle of their splendor; it unfolds 
Ilieir gooclueK*; it illustrates most glo- 
riously their equality. It is full of hope 
to the youth of the country who fiim to 
be the architects of their own fortunes, 
and teaches them, even ia these fat and 
pursy times, when men are prone to 
leave the true altar to worship Mammon, 
that the rewards and honors of the groat 
Republic belong to aud are open to all 
—Athenians, Spartans, Boatians, and 
Macedonians, r>nd that the golden apple 
is not always secured by the golden key. 


Crraot'i* youthful days are characteris- 


tic of the average boy. 
He graduated 


from West Point uud bearing in i&iud 
that he had been educated by the Gov- 
ernment, he introduced himself to the 
country nt Fort Donelson by saying to 
the foe: "I propose to move on your 
works immediately; my terms are un- 
conditional surrender." The capture 
of Fort Doaelsou and the troops defend- 
ing it was the first groat achievement of 
the Union armies, and the precursor of 
the certain triumph of Bight 
over 


Wrong. The scenes return. We be- 
hold again the moving columns, see 
their 
waving banners, the sunlight 


gleaming fiom gun barrel and bayonet, 
the musket's flash and cannon's roar and 
flame, the bursting of shell, the smoke 
and duxt, the shower of bullets, the 
rattling of musketry aud discharge of 
artillery, 
the advancing, 
retreating, 


gaining, losing, the attack on thu left, 
until the thunder from the guns was 
like one prolonged peal of Jova's owu 
artillery, and the boys in blue, without 
flinching a moment or faltering as their 
ranks were thinned, braver than the 
gallautjSix Hundred, rushed ttp the hill, 
regardless of the fire iu front or on their 
flank, jumped upon the rifle pita and 
drove the enemy down the eastern 
slope. 


At Shiloh Grant first exhibited those 


admirable qualities of character which 
demonstrated that what Xarxes was to 
the Persians, Hannibal to the Cartha- 
genians, C»sar to the Romans, Alex- 
ander to tha Macedonians, Von Moltlte 
to the Germans, Napoleon 
to the 


French, Wellington to the English, be 
was to the Americans. His famous vic- 
tory at Shiloh was followed by that re- 
markable series ot operations which 


Vicksburg. 
How the bells rang forth 


their triumphant peals and the heart of 
the nation throbbed with joy on that 
glorious anniversary of Independence! 
The star of Grant shone brighter and 
brighter and the Union States began to 
recognize the mau for the occasion, the 
Chevalier "without fear and without 
reproach". 
Congress soon exalted, him 


to the unprecedented rank of full Lieu- 
tenaut General, and "Oil to Bichmond" 
was again the watchword of the hou>- 
•with the army of the Potomac and the 
country, with Grant there to fight it out 
on that line if it took all Summer. Sher- 
man was marching through Georgia, 
Sheridan 
was 
pushing 
things 
iu 


he Shennucioiih Valley. 
Grant silent- 


ly waited for Appomattos to break 
tho 
backbone 
of 
the 
Confederacy, 


and 
enable 
him. 
to 
say to Lee: 


"Go home aud obey the laws aud 
yon shall not be molested." As bright 
as tho stars in a cloudless night was the 
glance iuto the future—a country re- 
deemed, saved, baptized, consecrated 
anew to the coining ages—the flag with- 
out a missing star, and more than ever 
the emblem of all that is worth living 
and dying tor. The Nation took a 
solemn oath to honor the living, and to 
gratefully remember its heroic dead, 
placing above their graved the old but 
never worn-out legend that " it is sweet 
and beautiful to die for one's country," 
always remembering that ia the hour of 
victory at Donelsou; iu tho shadow of 
the cloud, after 1'ittsbura; Landing; dur- 
ing the fearful dnys of the Wilderness; 
in the last great hours of triumph, with 
Lee and his uraiy paroled prisoners of 
war, Grant was the same impassive but 
patriotic Sphyux. 


The cruel war was over, the glorious 


sunshine of peace and prosperity sprciu' 
its refulgent rays over all, the cause or 
liberty and human rights was safe, auf« 
the banner Decatur unfurled to tli. 
Barbary States, thut Jackson held over 
New Orleans, that Scott carried to the 
Hallo 
of 
the 
Montezuinaa, again 


proudly floated from 
every rampari 


in the land and over Fort Sumpter, re- 
flecting in its golden shadows: " Hu- 
man liberty is the ouly true foundatioi 
of human government." 


A grateful people soon culled him frou 


his retirement to exemplify that "Peact 
hath her victories no less reuowue 
than war," and that he should be the 
seventh of the twenty-two Presidents 
who hud first distinguished themselves 
ou field of battle, aud the third to be 
re-elected to complete the two terms O' 
four years each iu the grandest position 
a free people can bestow. And when 
the history of the 
United States ii 


written in fall there will be a halt 
around Washington, the founder; Liu 
coin, the emancipator, and Grant, (he 
protector aud savior. 
After eight years 


of civil rule, with no policy of his owu 
to interfere against the will of the peo 
pie, he projected that notable tour 
around the world, was greeted and fetet 
by crowned hearts, by those mighty in 
power, lofty in fame, great in intellect 
aud rich iu worldly possessions, anc 
his journey was a prolonged ovation, an 
apotheosis, the like of which had never 
before been to any individual. 
Every 


foreign nation honored him, and there- 
by honored America, tho homo of the 
free and the laud of tho brave. 
His 


receptions surpassed the triumphs ac- 
corded the noblest Komau of them all. 
No divine right was exercised by thu 
reigning sovereigns of Europe, the _Sul- 
tau of Turkey, the G/ar of all the RUB- 
BUM, the Pope, the Khf-dive, the Em- 
perors of Germany, China aod Japan, 
the rulers of the Holy Laad and Egypt, 
who bailed aud honored him with un- 


I paralleled demonstrations 
of- respect 


and affection. The greatest statesmen 
of the age welcomed him. 
The people 


everywhere delighted to honor him. 


Such homage did not disturb his 


simple miod, aud he was heartily glad 
to be at home again. When he catered 
the Golden Gate his admiring country- 
men took up the refrain from tha Old 
World aud the Orient, .and vied with 
each other in the cordiality and magnifi- 
cence . of their receptions, strewing his 
pathway with flowers, greeting him with 
the fervor aod enthusiasm characteris- 
tic of the average American, as if to 
give notice to those abroad that there 
was nothing quite an good as popular 
tribute from a free, happy and content-
